Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant wanted clarification as to how thalidomide in the previous 
Office Action met the limitation of tetracycline in the pending claims. Examiner notified Applicant that the term 
"tetracycline" as defined in the specification covers all compounds with similar activity of tetracycline. It was suggested 
that the Applicant define tetracycline with the use of a formula. Furthermore, Applicant expressed a willingness to 
amend the claims to recite harvesting blood from a healthy individual in order to administer to a patient in need thereof. 
Examiner tentatively agreed that it would advance prosecution. It was agreed that an RCE would be needed to enter 
the new claim amendments.
